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Abstract. A new species, Chaetocalyx longiloha 
Rudd, from the Department of Amazonas, Peru, is 
proposed. Similarities to C. weherbaueri Harms and 
C. latisiliqua (Poiret) Bentharn ex Hemsley, as well 
as distinguishing characters of C. longiloha , are de¬ 
scribed. 


Two collections of Chartocalyx from the Depart¬ 
ment o! Amazonas, Peru, art 1 distinct from previ¬ 
ously known species of the genus (Rudd, 1958. 
1972; Vanni, 1981) and are here presented as 
Chaetocalyx longiloha Rudd. Superficially, the new 
material resembles that of C. weherbaueri Harms, 
from Plura, Peru, and C. latisiliqua (Poiret) Ben* 
'ham ex Hemsley, originally attributed to Peru but 
actually from Ecuador northward to Costa Rica. All 
three species are I wining vines with 5-foIioIate 
leaves; the flowers are 15-25 mm long; the fruits 
of C. longiloha and C. latisiliqua are linear-oblong, 
compressed, articulate, 6—10 mm wide; mature fruit 
of C. weherbaueri has not been seen but is expected 
to be similar. The principal differences are in the 
details of the flowers, as indicated in the following 
key. There also are some altitudinal differences: C, 
longiloha was found at 2450—2550 m. C. welter - 
btiueri at 1000—15t)0 in, and C. latisiliqua at U *- 
1200 m.
